Senator Toller 
also has on band a cpeech which he bojrnn 
two or threo wceka eincs, which he would 
like to have an opportunity to conclude. 
There are probably othem of the silver ad- 
vocates who fire similarly ekuatud. They 
will be civen an opportunity to present 
the matter prepared, even though tho nd-

.settle;!. There will also in all probability

It ic 
should fail, thethrottle willbe thrown optn 
again, and nya 0110 can foretell what the 
week may bring forth.

probable that Senator Voovhecs will make 
a summing np PpL-ech during the week if 
the coicpro-.niso amendment is introduced. 


Tlio House Program. 


The course of events in the house during 


the COLQIDK week will hinge npon the re- 
sult of the effort u> put through the com- 
promise at the other end of the Ccivntol. 
If the compromise should reach the house 
before the consideration of tho bankruptcy 
bill—which ia mode n continuing order be- 
ginning today—is disposed of, tfiat order 
vrill be vacated to the eud that prompt 
nction may be had ou the financial meas- 
ure. It is not expected, however, that the 
compromise hill will reach the housa under 
the most favorable circumstances until 
thfl latter end of the week. 


Unless it becomes apparent that there 


might be unreasonable delay thu bill will 
Lb referred under the rule to the coinage, 
weitrhts and measures committee. If there 
is a disposition to hold it there a motion 
will be made to co:icur in the senate 
amendments when the bill is taken from 
the speaker's table. The attitude of the 
Republicans tovrard the bill will bo gov- 
erned by the coarse of the Itepublicnn sen- 
ators. Tbe silver Democrats, too, except 
perhaps a few extremists, will follow the 
lead of their political brethren of the sen- 
cte. In fact, no sort of doubt seems to ex- 
ist about the house. It will pass, and 
pass with expedition, any compromise 
that goes through the senate. 


The bankruptcy bill, unless the financial 


measures are dislodged, will probably 
occupy the entire week. Much opposition 
to this measure in its present form has 
developed. Messrs. Cnlbersun and Bailey 
(Dems.) nnd William A. Stone (Rep.) of 
the committee vrhica reported the bill are 
cmonK its opponents. Mr. Culberson says 
that it must be amended in many particu- 
lars, while others Bay that it can never 
pass unlc-55 radical changes are made. Ono 
of tbesfe changes is the involuntary clause, 
by which a mun may be put through the 
bankrupt court, even when it is not to his 
ddrantage for a majority of his creditors 
to have such action t^kun. 


Stone'* Argument. 


Mr. Stono points out many defects in 


the bill, which, he says, to the casual ob- 
server, arc harmless. He is opposed to the 
bill on general principles. There have been 
three bankrupt laws passed, and oil have 
been repealed. The longest that nny re- 
iuained on tho statnta book was 11 years; 
tho others less than two years. Mr. Stone 
tays that to pass a law now during the 
depression would causa n feTcat deal of 
hardship, as it is a tirno when there should 
be leniency instead of strictness ia tno 
condition of debts. 


Minor matters will occupy the attention 


of the house daring the morning hour. 
The MuGarrubnn claim will consume two 
days. The passage o£ the printing bill, on 
•which the house was dividing, will be de- 
layed until a quorum is produced, as its 
opponents, who are too weak to defeat it, 
say they will insist upon the presence of n 
quorum if the bill is to carry. All the 
Democratic members of ways and means 
committee engaged in the preparation of 
the tariff bill apree thp.t it Is desirable to 
have the bill reported to tho house at the 
earliest day possible, and most of th em 
think that it cin be reported at least 
within R month. 


The income tax sentiment is growing 


Bmonp the Democrats o£ the house. It is 
admitted that some other taxation than 
that now in force will be necessary, AS 
members o£ the majority say that the new 
tariff bill will mean a decrease in revenues 
derived horn imparts, of at least 525,000,- 
$00, without taking into consideration 
the present deficiencies. 


It is now Intended to make up the pre- 


»ent deficit by coinage of the seignioraco of 
silver In tho treasury, but the deficiency 
under the new tp.riff bill cannot be dis- 


posed of in any other way than, by some 
other mode of taxation. 


It is almost settled that there will be no 


public building bills passed at this con- 
gress. The showiug by the treasury de- 
partment that many buildings are Jar 
from beinfe completed, and more than 25 
ordered in the Fifty-first congress have not 
yfct been begun, seems to have convinced 
ihe members of the committee on public 
buildings and gronnds that it, would be 
useless to try and get through any build- 
lug bills at this confess.
